1 How Axis Powers Promote 


Hew Issue Racketeering

During the last twelve months 
there has been a boom in phil- 
‘ately in Portugal. The cult may 
‘now be said to have reached the 
masses. Almost every second shop 
dealing im oddments, especially 
stationers, tobacconists, lottery 
dealers, bazaars and_ so _ forth, 
now give up much of their win- 
dow space to approval sheets of 
foreign stamps. These sheets are | 
made up on most businesslike 
_ lines, the stamps being mounted 

against a black background 

prices clearly marked in white 
ink, and the whole card covered 
with cellophane. Closer inspec- 
tion shows that the bulk of these 
wares is composed of finely 
printed and unused examples of 
stamps issued by the German, 

Reich, by occupied Poland, by 

Italy and its African colonies; 

Africa and Eritrea—and by stamps 

purporting to be issued in oc- 
' ecupied and protected countries 

at present under Axis oppression. 

There has been a regular spate 

of designs in which the idealised 

portrait of the Fuhrer, wearing a 

sort of staff captain’s hat, fills 

almost the whole space. There is 
} another stream of stamps from 
| Italy, where the same picture of 

Hitler halves the oblong space 
with a fierce presentment of 
Mussolini wearing a tin helmet. 
As for the other designs, their 
variety surpasses one’s powers of 
description.| In one thing they 
all agree. They are finely pro- 
duced, and not one of them is 
ever to be seen with a postmark 
of any kind whatsoever. 


Latterly, there also has been a 
trickle of similiar stamps, appar- 
ently similarlly mass-produced for 
foreign consumption, purporting 
to represent the postage needs of 
the French African colonies. Can 
it be that, in this new develop- 
ment, there is another proof of 
Germany’s plausible inventive- 
hess. and skill in selling nothing 
for something, and that “some- 
thing” doubled in value by being 
thereby priced in foreign curren- 
cy? Remembering the _interest- 
ing and valueless Kassenscheine 
of Germany’s cities after 1918, 
one has one’s doubts. about the 
ultimate value of these very 
Pretty little productions.

Vision Of Irala, Dream 
City, Is Commemorated On 
Paraguay’s Newest Stamps

“The Vision of Irala’ in which 
the growth of a large city on the 
banks ot the Paraguay River was 
seen, has been commemorated by 
a set of six stamps from Para- 
guay. Actually the issue notes the 
four hundredth anniversary of 
the transition of Asuncion from 
the status of a fort to that of a 
city. 

The stamps should, by the 
dates located in the designs, have 
appeared a year ago, since the 
transition took place in 1541, The 
city, known as Nuestra Senora de 
la Asuncion, is the capital of Par- 


aguay, and is situated on the 
eastern bank of the Paraguay 
river. 


Sebastian Cabot, after his ex- 
plorations of North America, 
turned to South America, and 
wandered up the Paraguay to the 
region where Asuncion now 
stands. This was about 1526, Sub- 
sqeuently, Ayolas and Irala (or 
Yrala) visited the spot, and built 
a stockade as protection against 
the Guaranis. Such a_ safeguard 
was proven’ unnecessary, since 
the Indians were friendly, and 
even aided in the building of the 
In later years the streets 
of Asuncion ran red with blood. 

An Indian, on a cliff overlook- 


jing the river, upon which are 


two sailing ships, features both 
the 2 Pesos, green, and 20 Pesos, 
red-purple. The 5 Pesos, carmine, 
and 70 Pesos, brown, show “The 
Vision of Irala,” with a represen- 
tation of the explorer at the 
right, gazing on the town across 
the river. Finally, the arms of 
Irala were used for the 7 Pesos, 
blue, and 500 Pesos, gray-green.

One might almost call this Vol- 
ume the Allies Edition altho that 
would be unfair to a few of our 
most valued allies isolated in Hit- 
lerland. 


The sequence of the groups 
shown is in the general order as 
mentioned above, altho we won- 
der if it would not have been bet- 
ter to have followed up the United 
States Issues with those of La- 
tin America. The book is divided 
with brilliant orange colored 
heavy paper pages between the 
different groupings and thus they 
are quickly located. These orange 
pages all boost our own War Sav- 
ings stamps and make a very at- 
tractive page. 

This first section of the cata- 
logue comes in a pretty robins egg 
blue cover. 

We shall leave until later, any 
attempt to make comparisons of 
changes in catalogue prices since 
that is a task that requires con- 
siderable more time than the few 
hours that remain before our 
deadline for copy for this week. 

At first glance it would seem 
that the later issues of this cur- 
rent year had been overlooked, 
but a reference to the addenda 
shows the new Kentucky stamp, 
the Win the War stamp and the 
China stamp, as well as the new 
Canadians and many other rg¢- 
cent issues, 


We find Cuba split into two 
parts, the older Spanish issues 
along with the issues of the Span- 
ish-American war are under one 
group while the issues of the Re- 
public are in another section of 
the catalogue. This would seem to 
be a quite ridiculous way to list 
these stamps since Cuba is Cuba, 
no matter under what rule and 
collectors of this country which 
has become quite a popular one 
would much prefer the stamps all 
together. The Philippine and Por- 
to Rico issues are all listed in a 
single group and why Cuba should 
be busted up is a matter that 
probably only Mr. Clark can ex- 
plain. 

The smaller size book will be

THE GEO. ROGERS CLARK STAMP 
This, the largest of our commemorative stamps, was issued on 
February 25, 1929, as a tribute to one of our revolutionary leaders, 
and to commenorate the 150th anniversary of the victory of Col.Clark 


over the British at Fort Sackville 


(Vincennes) Indiana, February 25, 


1779. It was due to this victory that by the Treaty of Paris our west- 
ern boundary was fixed as the Mississippi instead of the Ohio river.

‘© The exploit is one of the great- 


est in our history. Col. Clark 
was in Illinois when word reach- 
ed him that the British had taken 
Fort Sackville. On February 5th 
he set out with 130 men to re- 
capture it. After a forced march 
of 18 days, through snow, ice 
and water, they arrived at Ft. 
Sackville. Hiding back on a 
ridge they mounted flags on long 
poles, so they could be seen from 
the fort, and marched and coun- 
termarched to give the appear- 
ance of a large force. Then Col. 
Clark sent word to the comman- 
der to surrender. He asked three 
days in which to consider, Col. 
Clark ordered him to surrender or 
fight, and the next morning he 
and his force marched out and 
gave themselves up. 

The 2c—Surrender of Ft. Sack- 
ville—was issued on February 25, 
1929, in carmine and black, perf. 
11, no watermark, The design is 
taken from a painting by Fred- 
erick C. Yohn which is the pro- 
perty of the Indiana Historical 
Society. It was printed in sheets 
of 100 with both horizontal and 
vertical guide lines, and cut into 
vertical panes of 50, so in addition 
to the plate number and position 
blocks there are top and bottom 
split arrows, right and left com- 
plete arrows, center guide and split 
guide lines. 

16,684,674 of the stamps were 
issued, from frame plates 19720 
to 27, 19740 to 43, and center plates 
19728 to 19739. No important mi- 
nor varieties. 

First day covers are officially 
only from Vincennes, but the ob- 
liging postmaster there mailed 
out a number of orders in advance 
of that date, so other Feb, 25th 
covers exist. The writer has a re- 


gistered cover from Vincennes 
dated Feb. 23d which contained a 
supply of the stamps and used 


several of them in Chicago on 


Feb. 25.

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Siamps And The Story Of Turkey, 
The Gafeway To The Middle East 





By S. H. NORRIS, B. A. 
Now that Greece has been overrun by the Germans it seems 


possible that Turkey may be the 


next vicitm of Nazi aggression, 


Turkey has had an eventful history, and many phases of her story 


can be illustrated philatelically. 


Once the centre of a mighty empire, Turkey today consists only 
at Eastern Thrace and Asia Minor, but her position as guardian of 


the vital Dardanelles is still im-©® 


portant. The map of the 200 pias- 
tre value of the set issued by the 
Turkish Nationalists in 1922 shows 
the present extent of the country. 

The Turks belong to a race 
which came originally from Cen- 
tral or Eastern Asia, The Ottoman 
Turks, from whom the people of 
modern Turkey are largely des- 
cended, first made their appear- 
ance in Western Asia in the thir- 
teenth century. After o-erthrow- 
ing the rival Seljuk empire, they 
steadily increased their power. 
Crossing into Europe, they crush- 
ed the Serbs at Kossovo in 1389 
—a battle which was commemor- 
ated on stamps issued by Jugo- 
slavia in 1939. In 1453 the Turks 
captured Constantinople and de- 
stroyed the Byzantine Empire. 

The Ottoman Empire reached its 
zenith under Solyman the Magni- 
ficent (1520-66), when it extend- 
ed to Hungary and included the 
north coast of Africa as far west 
as Algiers. In 1683 the Turks be- 
sieged Vienna, but it was relieved 
by John Sobieski, King of Poland; 
this event was commemorated in 
1933 by the issue of one Polish 
and six Austrian stamps. After 
this time the power of the Otto- 
man Empire steadily declined. 

Greece recovered her liberty in 
1930 after the War of Independ- 
ence—the centenary was mark- 
ed by a special set of Greek stamps 
issued in 1930. The independence 
of Serbia and Roumania (com- 
posed of Wallachia and Moldavia) 
was recognised at the Treaty of 
Berlin (1878). This treaty grant- 
ed autonomy to Bulgaria, but left 
the neighbouring province of Eas- 
tern Roumelia subject to Turkey. 
specially 
overprinted for us in Eastern Rou- 
melia, but they ceased to be used 
when this province was’ united 
with Bulgaria in 1885. 

In 1896 Crete, which desired un- 
ion with Greece, rebelled against 
Turkey. The Greeks declared war 
in support of Crete, but were 
completely defeated by the Turks, 
who occupied Thessaly, special 
stamps being issued for Turkish 
use in that area. In 1898, how- 
ever, Crete was granted auton- 
omy. 

Meanwhile, owing to the mis- 
government of the Sultan Abdul 
Hamid II, the internal affairs of 
the Ottoman Empire were in geat 
disorder. At last, in 1908, a revo- 
lution organised by the young 
Turks under Enver Bey compell- 
ed the Sultan to grant a consti- 
tution—an event which was com- 
Memorated by the issue of special 
stamps. In 1909, however, Abdul 
Hamid attempted to recover - his 
power by a counter-revolution, 
but he was deposed, being suc- 
ceeded by his brother Mohammed 
V. The latter is the only Sultan 
whose portrait has appeared on a 
stamp; he will be seen on the 100 
Piastre value of the pictorial is- 
Sue of 1913 as well as an later 
Stamps. 

But the break-up of the Otto- | 
man Empire continued. In the 
Balkan War of 1912-13, the Turks 
were completely defated by Bul- 
8aria, Serbia, and Greece, losing 
almost all their territory in Eu- 
Tope, including the fortress of 
Adrianople. This town was, how- 
ever, recovered during the Sec- 
ond Balkan War (1913), special 
Stamps being issued to celebrate 
this success. 

Several Western powers had 
Special privileges in the Ottoman 

pire, including the right to 
Maintain post offices at certain 
Places—hence we find stamps is- 
sued by Britain, France and other 

countries for the Levant. In 1914, 

Owever, the Turkish Govern- 
Ment decreed the abrogation of 

Se “capitulations,” as they 
Were called; although this step 
Was not generally recognized un- 
ten years later, Turkish stamps

With Germany. In 1915 the 





Allies planned to force the Dar- 
danelles to get supplies through to 
Russia. An Anglo-French force 
supported by Australians and 
New Zealanders—the famous An- 
zacs—landed in the Gallipoli pen- 
insula (the western side of the 
DardaneHes). But the Turks led 
by Germans, resisted successfully, 
and the Allies were at last com- 
pelled to abandon the _ attempt. 
One stamp from Australia in 1935 
and two from New Zealand in 
1936, commemorate the landing of 
the Anzacs in Gallipoli. The 
whole campaign is recalled by a 
set of Turkish stamps issued in 
1917; in this set two values (1 pi- 
astre and 50 paras) show maps of 
Gallipoli, while a third 2 paras) 
depicts Turkish artillery at Sedd- 
ul-bahr, a strong point in the 
peninsula, 

The Turks aimed at helping the 
Germans by seizing the Suez 
Canal. With this object they oc- 
cupied the Sinai Peninsula in 
1915; to mark this success certain 
Turkish stamps were specially 
overprinted. Stamps were even 
printed in anticipation of the con- 
quest of Egypt (these stamps 
overprinted, were issued for or- 


dinary use in 1920. But the Tur-, 


kish attacks on the Suez Canal 
failed; the British drove the Turks 
from Sinai in 1917 and conquered 
Mesopotamia (Iraq), Palestine and 
Syria. These disasters forced the 
Turks to sign the Armistice of 
Mudros (October 1918). Various 


stamps received a special over- 
print in commemoration of the 
Armistice, 

In July 1918 the Sultan Mo- 


hammed V had died and was suc- 
ceeded by his brother, who as- 
sumed the title of Mohammed VI. 
Turkish stamps were _ specially 
surcharged in 1920 in honour of 
the anniversary of the latter’s ac- 
cession. 


The Allies determined to par- 
tition Turkey and their terms 
were later accepted by the Sultan 
at the Treaty of Sevres (August 
1920.: Greece received Smyrna, 
the Arab provinces were placed 
under the League of Nations 
mandate, and France occupied 
Cilicia. Thus we find stamps is- 
sued for Palestine, Iraq, Syria, 
etc.; and the French brought out 
special stamps for Cilicia. 

Certain Turks, however, decid- 
ed to resist the terms imposed by 
the Allies, and these Turkish Na- 
tionalists, led by the great Mus- 
tafa Kemal Pasha, _ established 
their headquarters at Angora. 
The Grand National Assembly of 
Turkey, which met in 1920, elec- 
ted Kemal head of the National- 
ist Government. In 1921 _ this 
Government began to issue its 
own stamps, in opposition to those 
issued by the Sultan of Constan- 
tinople. 

The position of the Nationalists 
was long precarious. The Greeks 
advanced from Smyrna, but in 
August 1921 they were checked 
in the great battle of the Sakaria. 
This battle was the turning point 
of the struggle, and it has been 
rightly honoured ~ philatelically 
(the Peace commemoratives of 
1924 depict the Sakaria. Shortly 
after the French evacuated Cili- 
cia; separate stamps for this area 
accordingly ceased, and Turkish 
stamps were specially overprinted 
by the Nationalists to mark the 
cession of the vilayet of Adana. 
In 1922 the Turks followed up 
this success by driving the Greeks 
from Asia Minor, 

In November 1922 the Sultan- 
ate was abolished, and the Sultan 
Mohammed VI left Constantinople 
in 2 British warship. Four months 
later, the Celiphate was also abol- 
ished. In October 1923 Tnrkey 
was proclaimed a republic, with 
Angora (later renamed Ankara) 
as its capital. The tenth and fif- 
teenth anniversaries of the Re- 
public were marked by the issue 
of special stamps. The Parlia-

THE COMING SEASON 

It should not be hard for the stamp collector to realize that 
the coming winter season will be a memorable one in our hobby. 
Heretofore, the center of the world market for stamps has been 
London, England. That market has been badly upset in the past 
few months and as a result the center has shifted to America. 

While the center of the market has shifted to America, the 
source of supply has been left behind, for it is a fact that Europe 
has been the great source of supply for the stamp trade for many 
years past, in fact since the birth of stamp collecting. 

The reason for this is quite simple. Perhaps the greatest 
reason has. been the fact that stamp collecting has been followed 
by a much greater proportion of the inhabitants of the leading 
European countries, than in any other countries of the world. Just 
what the ratio might be is a question we will not attempt to 
answer but it is a fact had Mr. Farley been talking about Europe 
when he spoke of ten million stamp collectors he would have been 
far more correct than in using such figures for America, 

With such a vast volume of collectors, the market was always 
active. Another thing that has made Europe a source of supply 
has been the fact that low wages permitted the making and as- 
sembling of large variety packets. Prevailing wage scales in this 
country were such that no American dealer could ever compete 
with the European packet market. All this is changed now. Large 
packets are getting increasingly difficult to obtain, thousands of 
small stamp collections have been destroyed, doubtless others have 
been confiscated by the Hitler bandits.

R. P. O. uses 17 postmarks of 
two major types, Five are used by 
clerks from Fort Worth and twel- 
ye are used out of Little Rock. 
The differences are small and are 
caused by length of services and 
accidents to the canceller. The 
same would be true of every R. 
p. O. the number would depend 
on the number of runs. For my- 
self I am interested only in the 
major types unless there is a very 
ronounced difference, One dif- 
ference that I had not given much 
attention until Koelln’s “Transit 
Postmark” called it to my atten- 
tion was’the number of slug lines 
in the center of the canceller. 
Most of them have four lines but 
quite a number have only three. 
The same type on the-same run 
will occur both ways. Another di- 
ference that has been overlook- 


- ed in the later cancels is the diam- 


eter Of the circle. Most of the la- 


’ ter ones measure 30 mm. but there 


are also many measuring 29mm. 
The variation in size has been 
recognized on the older cancels 
but not as much attention has 
been paid to it on the later ones. 
It is something to check in going 
over your duplicates.

In the General Catalog of 
United States Postmarks edited 
by Delf Norona quite a bit of 
space is devoted to railway mail 
markings in which they. are divid- 
ed into the following groups, Air 
Mail Fields, Confederate States 
Railroad, Exhibitions, Mail Line, 
Railroads, Railroad-Agent Circuit, 
Delayed Mail, Fast Mail (Limited 
Mail), Mail Line, Name of Rail- 
road, Railroad-Name of Railroad 
and Town, Personal Handstamp, 
Railroad or Railroad Car, etc., 
only, R. M. S. R. P. O., Re- 
ceived, Station, Street (Street 
Car), Terminal, Transfer ’Clerk, 
Miscellaneous, Steamboat, Steam- 
boat and Railroad, Steamship, 
Steampship and Railroad Tran- 
sit, U. S. Express Mail, Way. 

I am inclined to disagree with 
the listing of the transit markings 
under Railroad markings. These 
marks occur on the earlier cov- 
ers whenever such cover passsed 
through a larger office and was 
redistributed and occur 6n_ other 
mail besides that originating on 
Railroads. 

Any one of the above listings 
would make a very fine special- 
ized collection. I know of several 
collectors who specialize in the 
street car cancellations but know 
of none who limit their collecting 
to only one of the other groups. 

The clerks personal handstamps 
come in an endless variety of de- 
signs and make an interesting ad- 
dition to any collection, I do not 
remember ever seeing a _ clerks 
stamp from any of the street car 
R. P. ©. though I suppose that 
the clerks had them. Does anyone 
have any?

Interesting Precancels 
Of Battleship Revenues 
Are Scarce But Not Rare 





By Donald O. Edkins 

I wonder how many collectors 
realize the interest that a collec- 
tion of precanceled 1898 revenue 
stamps can have for them. These 
stamps are not very valuable, 
very few are worth over a dime, 
but they are definitely scarce 
items 

There are well over 7000 var- 
ieties from at least 175 issuing 
companies. The majority are from 
patent medicines and drug com- 
panies and a few from the rail- 
road and express companies. 

The first thousand varieties will 
be quite easy to acquire but then, 
fellow collectors, the fun really 
begins. There are more major 
errors of precanceling than you 
could imagine, inverts, doubles 
missing period, missing dates, 
misspelling and others too num- 
erous to mention—but these are 
not hard to find, at least no hard- 
er than the ordinary varieties and 
as far as thin spots, off centering 
and small tears—forget such 
petty faults as most of ’em come 
this way, You won’t be able to 
buy a ready made album as none 
exists and there are no price lists 
to discourage the collector who 
has not the means for the higher 
priced stamps.

ment House at Angora can be 
seen on the Nationlist issue of 
1922, while certain values of the 
1926 pictorials depict the fortress 
of Angora. . 


Peace with the Allies was fi- 
nally made at Lausanne in July 
1924. Under this treaty the capi- 
tulations were formally abolished, 
and accordingly the stamps _is- 
sued by Britain, France, etc., for 
the Levant disappeared. The con- 
clusion of peace was commemor- 
ated by the issue of special Tur- 
kish stamps. 


Mustafa Kemal, who was elec- 
ted President of Turkey in April 
1924, has justly been called the 
founder of modern Turkey. He 
worked wonders in restoring the 
fortunes of his country, and the 
many sides of his activity are well 
illustrated philatelically. His en- 
couragement of industry and ag- 
riculture is symbolized on _ the 
special stamps issued in 1933 to 
mark the -tenth anniversary of 
the Republic. He greatly im- 
proved communications in Tur- 
key: the opening of the Ankara- 
Sivas railway was celebrated by 
the issue of special stamps in 1930, 
and the inception of the Ankara- 
Erzerum railway in 1939 was sim- 
ilarly honoured. To facilitate edu- 
cation he made the use of the 
Latin alphabet compulsory in 
1929, the tenth anniversary be- 
ing commemorated by special 
stamps; his encouragement of his- 
torical studies is indicated by the 
issue of stamps in honour of the 
Second Turkish Historical Con- 
gress in 1937, Kemal Ataturk, as 
he was later called, did much to 
improve the social position of 
women: special stamps, bearing 
the likenesses of many famous 
women, were issued in 1935 to 
mark the Twelfth Congress of 
the International Women’s Alli- 
ance at Istanbul. Politically Ke- 
mal worked for co-operation in 
the Balkans, in 1934, Eurkey, 
Greece, Roumania and Jugoslavia 
founded the Balkan’ Entente, 
which was honoured philatelically 
in 1937 and 1940. 

Kemal’s last success was won 
in 1936, when he secured the ab- 
rogation of that clause of the 
Treaty of Lausanne which demili- 
tarised a strip of territory on each 
side of the Dardanelles and the 
Bosphorous’ stamps were special- 
ly overprinted to commemorate 
this success. Kemal died in 


,|of the Hippodrome, 
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November 1938, special mourning 
stamps being issued. 
His successor was his life-long 
friend General Ismet Inonu, 
whose portrait, with that of Prese 
ident Roosevelt, will be found on 
the 3 and 8 kurus values of the 
set issued in 1939 in honour of 
the 150th anniversary of the Ame 
erican constitution, 
In conclusion a word must be 
said about Constantinople (Istan- 
bul,) for centuries the capital of 
the Ottoman Empire. Constantine 
the Great, who rebuilt the city, 
is recalled by the Column of 
Constantine, which is depicted on 
the 4 paras value of the 1913 pic- 
torial issue. The 2 paras stamp 
of the same set shows the Obelisk 
which was 
once the heart of Byzantine life. 
Of its countless mosques, the 
Mosque of the Sultan Solyman 
appears on the 25 piastres value 
of the 1913 pictorials, while the 
1 piastre stamp shows the Mosque 
of the Sultan Ahmed I, built in 
the seventeenth century. The for- 
mer Ministry of War, now the 
University of Istanbul, is to be 
seen on the 5 piastre stamp of 
the same set.

In 1920-21 the Crown Colony of Bermuda achieved the unique 
distinction of issuing two separate series of stamps in commemora- 
tion of the self-same event, The approaching celebration of the Ter- 
centenary of the Establishment of Parliamentary Institutions in the 
Colony induced H. E., the Governor to apply to the Secretary of State 


for the Colonies for authority to create

sion. Permission was duly grant-|ernor, had passed a resolution pro- 


ed, and in March, 1920, a notice | 
was inserted in the local press to| 


the effect that: “Suggestions are 
invited for an appropriate design 
for the proposed stamps. Sugges- 
tions may be either accompanied 
by a rough sketch or design, or 
may indicate in general terms the 
form which it is proposed the de- 
sign should take. What is re- 
quired is not a design, but a sug- 
gestion which can be worked up 
into a design. As the time for the 
preparation of the stamps is short, 
it is particularly requested that 
any sugggestions forwarded may 
reach the Colonial Secretary on or 
before Saturday, the 13th instant.” 

Apparently none of the sugges- 
tions submitted was deemed appro- 
priate, and accordingly it was 
from a design prepared by the 
Governor himself, Sir James Wil- 
locks, G. C. B., that specimen 
stamps were submitted by Messrs. 
Thos, De La Rue & Co. about the 
middle of June, 1920. This design 
showed in twin medallions a por- 
trait bust of H. M. King George V 
and a vignette of the seventeenth 
century sailing ship Sea Venture 
as already represented on the nor- 
mal stamps of Bermuda then in 
circulation, the whole being exe- 
cuted by the typographic process. 

Meanwhile the Bermuda Assem- 
bly, without reference to the Gov- 





viding for the issuance of a set of 
nine particular postage stamps in 
honour of its own Tercentenary. 
“Thereupon,” writes Mr, H. R. 
Holmes, in his work, The Postage 
Stamps of Bermuda,” the As- 
sembly was informed of the steps 
already taken and the specimen 
stamps were forwarded for their 
inspection. A strong feeling pre- 
vailed, however, among the mem- 
bers of the Assembly that the de- 
sign for the stamps should show 
certain characteristic emblems of 
the object of the celebration; for 
example, the Speaker’s Gavel, the 
Sword of State, the coat-of-arms 
of the Colony, &c. A new design 
incorporating these devices was 
therefore prepared by Mr. J. H. 
Dale under the supervision of a 
Committee of the Assembly, and 
this was eventually approved by 
the Assembly. A proposal was 
made to adopt it in place of the 
Governor’s design, but as this 
would have delayed the issue of 
the stamps for several months, as 
well as involved the loss of 
the sum already expended on the 
preparaticn of the plates for the 
Governor’s design it was decided 
that both designs should be used 
and that an issue of nine denom- 
inations in each design should be 
made.”

Neither is there any rec- 
ord of the “numbers printed,” 
though, judging from _ present 
catalogue quotations, the quanti- 
ties must thave been fairly equal 
and reasonably restricted.

“The Postmaster-General in 
amplification of the notification 
which has already appeared in 
the press regarding the intention 
of the Union Post Office to reduce 
the size of postage stamps as and 
when stocks of the existing 
stamps become exhausted, an- 
nounces that the first stamp to 
be reduced in size will be the 112d. 
in the War Series, and this it is 
anticipated will be on sale shortly. 

“There will ,be no ‘first day’ 
issues, but the reduced size stamps 
will be placed on sale at indivi- 
dual post offices as soon as sup- 
plies of the existing stamps be- 
come exhausted at such offices. 

The new 1%d. war stamp is 
somewhat similar in design to the 
previous one, as the portrait of 
Capt. Bob Kershaw, D. S. O., by 
Capt. Neville Lewis is retained. 
The omission of the Fighter 
Aeroplane has been necessary in 
order to reduce .the size of the 
stamp with a view to conserving 
paper, This measure has meant 
a simplification of detail and, 
although emphasis has been plac- 
ed as much as possible on the 
lettering and the value of the 
stamp, it has made it impossible 
for more than one main decora- 
tive motif to be incorporated in 
the design. In spite of its size, 
the new stamp achieves a pleas- 
ing aspect equivalent to the exist- 
ing one. The colour is red-brown. 

“The new stamps are ~ also 
printed alternately in the English 
and the Afrikaans languages.” 

The actual size of the new 
stamps is not stated, but we gath- 
er from information given in a 
note in the public press that it 
is something more like two-thirds 
than one-half of the standard 
sizé. It will be interesting to see 
how the watermarks fit in.

FALKLAND ISLANDS 
A hundred years ago, on January 2nd, 1833, His Majesty’s sloop 
Clio (John James Onslow, Commander), cruising in South American 


Gauchos already established 
shore. 

“In the face of indignant pro- 
tests by the commander of the Ar- 
gentine forces, a landing was made 
by seamen and marines from the 
Clio at nine on the following 
morning, when the British flag 
was run up over the house of one 
William Dickson. Simultaneously, 
the flag of the Buneos Aires Re- 
public was struck, and delivered 
by a naval officer to the Captain 
of the Sarandi, 

“From that time the islands were 
administered as a naval station, 
under the Board of Admiralty, 
and it was not until 1842 that 
civil government was establish- 
ed. These are the events com- 
memorated by a handsome series 
of centenary stamps issued by the 
Falkland Islands at the New 
Year of 1933, and which for the 
next twelve months will take the 
place of the normal issue.” 

Thus Stamp Collecting (Jan- 
uary 14th, 1933), introducing the 
one and only commemorative 
stamp issue to emanate from the 
Falkland Islands during their 
sixty-four years’ existence as a 
stamp-issuing colony. 

The designs themselves are in- 
teresting. With the exception of 
the 6d. value, they are the work 
of Mr. G .D. Roberts, who at that 
time held an official position with 
the Colonial Government of the 
Falkland Islands, and are largely 
built up upon photograps taken by 
himself in the islands. 

The magnificent specimen of a 
Romney Marsh Ram shown on 
the 14d. stamp is one of those im- 
ported for stud purposes in 1896, 
and typifies the sheep raising 
which constitutes one of the staple 
industries, Icebergs, drifting down 
from the South Polar regions, are 
frequently met with in the vici- 
nity of South Georgia ‘and the 
other island dependencies of the 
Falklands, and one of the tabu- 
lar variety is seen in the design 
of the 1d. “Centenary” stamp. 
Whaling is, or rather was, an im- 
portant local industry. One of the 
steamers specially built for this 
| work in the South Atlantic pro- 
|vides the subject of the 114d. 
stamp vignette. The view of Port 
Louis, at the head of Berkeley 
Sound, which appears on the 2d. 
denomination, is taken from an 
old print. Here the French en- 
deavoured, unsuccessfully, to es- 
tablish a settlement in the Eigh- 
teenth century, and here also was 
the first seat of government for 
the colony under British rule un- 
til the year 1844, when the capi- 
tal was transferred to Port Stan- 
ley. 

A miniature map of the group 
adorns the 3d denomination, whilst 
the rugged grandeur of King Ed- 
ward’s Cove, South Georgia, the 
last resting-place of Sir Ernest 
Shackleton, the famous Antarctic 
explorer, is seen to full advantage 
in the design of the next value, 
4d. A rorqual whale diving, on the 
6d. stamp, provides another re- 
ference to the whaling industry 
for which, in former years, the 
Falklands were famous. This de- 
sigri was prepared in the Brad- 
bury, Wilkinson studios at New 
Malden. 

A view of Government House, 
Port Stanley, finds place on the 
1/- denomination. The original, 
rambling, grey stone building has 
been added to from time to time 
with the growing importance of 
the Colony. The Royal Arms are 
carved over one of the gables, and 
the whole building has very much 
the appearance of a Scottish 
manse, The Battle Memorial erect-

Falkland Islands being one of 
the most popular of the lesser 
stamp-issuing colonies of the Bri- 
tish Crown, the commemorative 
stamps met with a warm recep- 
tion, the lower values being so 
extensively ‘“‘taken up” by phila- 
telists as to necessitate the sec- 
ond printing. Their rise in catalo- 
gue value has also been phenonm- 
enal. In 1935 the set could be 
bought for under five pounds, 
whereas today it fetches as much 
as £35 in auction.
